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Chinese  Film  Festival 


The  first  ever  Chinese  Film  Festival  and  Symposium  was  held  during  the  month 
of  October  and  was  composed  of  screenings  of  5  of  China's  most  notable  and 
internationally  and  nationally  acclaimed  films  and  an  all-day  symposium  featuring 
scholarly  debate  about  the  development,  impact,  and  future  implications  for 
Chinese  Cinema.   For  the  scholars  and  the  spectators,  the  most  remarkable 
feature  of  the  Film  Festival  was  the  opportunity  to  converge  in  a  dialogue  with 
the  directors  of  the  films  themselves  after  each  film  screening  as  well  as 
during  the  all-day  symposium.  *   The  directors  were  representative  of  the  3rd 
through  the  6th  Generation  of  Chinese  filmmakers  and  although  they  all  had 
strong  opinions  about  the  contribution  and  direction  of  Chinese  Cinema,  they 
themselves  agreed  that  a  true  generational  dialogue  had  been  achieved  through 
their  convergence  at  Swarthmore.  *  This  Film  Festival  was  due  in  great  part  to 
the  inspiration  and  organization  of  Swarthmore's  own  Professor  Haili  Kong,  who 
spent  more  than  two  years  brainstorming  and  preparing  this  celebration  of 
Asian  Cinema.

Racial  Profiling  Controversy 


The  Racial  Profiling  Controversy  erupted  after  an  incident  involving  an 
African-American  male  and  Caucasian  Ville  police  officer. 
Following  the  incident,  student  groups  took  active  roles  in  increasing 
awareness  about  racial  profiling,  an  issue  seemingly  been  muted  before.   A 
Walk  and  a  Speak  Out  were  organized  in  order  to  produce 
informative  and  non-confrontational  dialogue  with  the  Swarthmore 
Community.  Senior  Rodney  Morris,  at  the  event,  commented  that  the  issue 
was  no  where  near  over,  but  it  was  rather  finding  strong  beginnings  in 
awareness  Athletic  Cuts 

Students  usually  look  at  November  as  an  ominous  month  of  papers 

and  finals  preparation,  but  the  Athletic  Cuts  was  an  explosive  issue  that 

shocked  the  Swarthmore  Community  and  gave  them  other  pressures  to 

understand,  confront,  and  resolve.   The  Board  of  Managers  decision  to  cut 

Football,  Wrestling,  and  Badminton  was  unexpected  and  public  meetings  were 

held  between  the  Provost,  President  Al  Bloom,  alumni,  parents,  and  students. 
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"The  goal  of  the  walk  was  to 
raise  awareness  about  the  issue  of 
racialized  police  treatment.  It  was 
successful,  I  think,  because  of  its 
non-confrontational  nature.   Both 
the  Walk  and  the  Speak  Out  were 
designed  to  be  informative,  and 
because  of  the  thought  put  in  to 
the  types  of  events  we  have  de- 
cided to  have,  they  went  smoothly." 


"I  am  disappointed  that  football 
is  no  longer  at  Swarthmore.   Foot- 
ball was  one  of  the  best  educa- 
tional opportunities.   Hard  work, 
dedicaiton,  and  teamwork  are  just 
a  few  of  the  lessons  that  Football 

taught  us.  The  decision  to  cut 
football  from  Swarthmore  not  only 

destroys  any  true  diversity  at 

Swarthmore,  but  also  eliminates  a 

passionate  game  that  provided 

important  lessons  to  those  who 

chose  to  take  on  its  challenges.
